All the above texts were transcribed and 
indexed. The method wo followeal is the same as for 
the newspapers. The frequencies of words are sritten 
towards the right of the words and the meanings 
are also given along with them. 

An Analysis of different texts from field 

was done and my observations are recorded separately 
nnH tgpad as observations of field work materials. 
Separate indexes of children's stories from 
different areas (written), conversational text and 
AI* Delhi news text were prepared for analysing the 
text materials. Since the volume of speech materials 
teachers’ and children's speeches, text book lesson 
etc were not sufficient in quantity for analysis and 
due to the shortage of time, my observations on the 
field materials may have their own limitations.
